BALANCING  TRADE 


Canada  is  Rradually  readjusting  lU  trade 
balance  through  the  medium  of  the  tariffi  «i- 
fonad  by  the  Bennett  Oovemment.  For  the 
year  pndlnK  Dorember  31,  1929.  Import*  exceed- 
ed exports  by  $90,654.26«;  twelve  months  later 
ther»  waa  an  advn'se  trade  balance  of  $103,- 
0W,126.  By  December  31.  1931,  the  adverse  bal- 
ance had  fallen  to  $10,855,363.  and  the  expecta- 
tion la  that  the  trade  for  the  financial  year 
ending  March  31  will  show  a  favorable  balance. 
ThU  Ifl  forecast  by  the  improvement  that  has 
taken  ptaee  In  th«  Itfi  iH  -months  of  1931.  The 
favorable  balance  at  the  end  of  the  present 
month  for  the  fiscal  year  may  run  as  high  as 
HfiOOOtOOO. 

Canada's  trade  balance  with  the  United 
States  has  been  an  unfavorable  one  since  1882. 
In  llW,  the  last  year  of  the  Mackenzie  King 
regime,  this  unfavorable  balance  had  reached 
$348,255,540.  For  the  twelve  months  ending  last 
Daeember  SI.  the  unfavorable  balance  was  $127,- 
098,347  For  the  last  six  months  of  1931  the  un- 
favorable balance  with  the  United  States  was 
ddy  $Sl,tt3,0Td.  edmpsureff  With  an  unfavor- 
able balance  for  the  same  period  In  1930  of  $74.- 
097.848.  Even  in  the  face  of  a  declining  volume 
of  trade  such  trends  a«  are  nolad  In  ttie  Tore- 
Koing  figures  are  favorable  to  this  country.

Mr.  Mackenzie  King's  administra- 
1 1on  made  reductions  in  one  direction,  but  tt  in- 
creased the  Canadian  National  Railways  dtbt  by 
over  twice  as  much  as  the  National  Debt  was 
reduced.  Except  as  a  matter  of  book-keeping, 
the  C.N.R.  debt  is  as  much  a  part  of  the  National 
Debt  as  if  It  were  so-called. 

fin  1023,  the  first  year  after  the  railway  amal- 
^aniation.  the  national  railway  system  owed  in- 
terest to  the  Investing  public  amounting  to 
$31,000,000.  The  interests  on  bonds  due  to  the 
public  in  1931  by  the  C.N.R  was  $57,000,000,  an 
increase  of  $22,000,000.  This  $22,000,000  repre- 
sents Interest  at  5  per  cent  on  about  $450,000,000. 
These  figures  have  been  quoted  by  Dr.  Manlon, 
the  Minister  of  Railway.s,  to  show  the  falsity  of 
Liberal  claims.

Happeninfs  in  the  Orient  and  the  fact  that 
war  may  ensue  no  mattw  what  the  attltoda  of 

the  League  of  Nations,  constitute  a  renewed 
warning  to  Britain  of  the  danger  of  reduced  naval 
power.  The  matter  has  been  the  aabjeet  of  an 
address  by  Mr.  L.  S.  Amery,  a  Minister  of  the 
former  Baldwin  Govynment,  who  emphasizes 
how  it  U  the  duty  of  BHtaln  not  to  be  diverted 
from  the  protection  of  her  interests  In  the  Far 
East  by  any  course  of  action  which  would  embroil 
her  In  the  quarrel  with  either  eombotant  'Yor 
the  mere  sake  of  ■wwilni  tho  authority  Of  the 
League  of  Nations." 

The  sltuatkm,  Mr.  Amery  says,  to  a  reminder 
"that  In  the  la^st  re.source  the  defence  of  our  in- 
terests, the  safety  and  lives  of  our  citizens  of 
other  parts  of  the  world  depend  on  one  thing, 
the  British  Navy  That  is  the  ultimate  essence 
of  our  security  and  our  peace.  We  have  alwgys 
to  remember  that  dtoarraament  by  itself  is  not 
going  to  bring  peace  unless  you  have  moral 
peace,  unless  the  nations  reallv  mean  to  Uve  at 
peace,  to  aoeept  situations  as  they  are  and  not 
attempt  forcibly  to  get  the  better  of  each  other. 
We  have  reduced  our  armaments  more  than  any 
oth«r  nation  since  the  war.  We  have  reduced 
them  even  to  the  limit,  and  beyond  the  limit  of

WHEAT  PKICE8 


An  exhau.stlve  survey  and  analyses  of  wheal 
prices  has  been  made  by  the  Imperial  Economic 
Committee.  That  body  has  examined  over-pro- 
dvr  ion.  whether  requirements  are  likely  to  In- 
rrcase  and  what  the  prospects  of  prices  are 
liicely  to  be.  Wheat  prices  have  been  falling  since 
1920.  The  mo.st  dlsa.strous  year  was  1930-1931, 
whl<^  faced  a  number  of  adverse  factors.  There 
was  tha  big  Rnsslan  crop  which  gave  a  substan- 
tial .surplu.s  for  export.  There  was  the  force  of 
general  economic  conditions  on  wheat  price.s. 
The  report  does  not  believe  that  the  lower  price.s 
are  due  exclu.sively  to  excessive  expansion  and 
production.  In  thto  connection  it  is  pointed  out 
that  White  a  abort  crop  in  1924  led  to  wheat 
prices  showing  a  rapid  rise,  an  equal  contraction 
In  the  worlds  crop  in  1929  was  foUowed  by  a  fall 
•  In  prieea.  In  other  words,  the  behavior  of  wheat 
prices  r.nnnnt  be  determined  ioMy  by.  rtfaraaees 
to  production. 

The  evidence  assembled  by  the  committee  does 
not  show  that  the  period  1929-1930  was  one  of 
chronic  over-production  of  wheat.  For  ten  years 
up  to  that  period  the  world  had  been  able  to 
absorb  the  annual  Increments  in  production 
Then,  however,  came  the  re-entry  of  Ru.ssia  Into 
the  export  trade,  which  caused  an  absolute  ad- 
dition to  the  itacrement  which  had  been  relied 
"Ponjn  the  previous  decade.  The  committee, 
however,  finds  that  over  production  does  not 
describe  the  salient  features  of  the  last  two 
years.  There  have  been,  as  well,  many  economic 
impediments,  "largely  the  outcome  of  tha  war  " 
which  have  obstructed  tha  foil  davalopment  of 
the  world's  economic  life. 

It  has  to  be  admitted  that  the  position  now 
faced  by  wheat  growers  to  one  equivalent  to 
over-producUon,  or,  in  other  words,  that  "wheat 
production  has  ceased  to  be  profitable  over  vast 
areas  of  wheat-growing  land."  Thto  Situation  Is 
bound  to  lead  to  a  curUilment  In  production 
and  that  curtalhnent  Is  taking  place  in  all  the 
principal  exporting  countries  "except  Canada 
and  Russia  "  The  chief  factor  in  the  situaflDn 
today  Is  Russia.  That  country  complicates  the 
task  of  assessing  the  world's  poattloa  aflketinft 
wheat.  In  1931,  with  world  wheat  prices  falling 
catastrophlcally,  Russia  expanded  the  area  sown 
to  wheat  by  8,000,000  aeres.  U  to  the  uneertalnty 
regarding  Russia  which  aoeoHBts  for  Instability 
in  wheat  prices. 

Regarding  the  immedlata  outlook  the  commit, 
tee's  report  say.v  '  World  production  In  1931.  in- 
cluding Russia.  Is  smaller  than  In  the  previous 
year,  and  the  total  world's  production  to  on  the 
whole  Insufficient  to  cover  the  requlremsnts  of 
consumption,  s^portabto  supplies  are  esitanatad

would  revert  to  the  city. 

LAND  REVERSIONS 

Alderman  Brown  had  previouxly 
quoted  reveraloo  figurea  to  aupport 
hla  prtqMial  that  Improvements 
Aould  be  taxed  to  a  greater  extent. 
He  said  that  during  the  year  1929 
to  1930  land  reversions  had  amount- 
ed to  $69,060.  and  In  the  year  1930 
to  1931  had  increased  to  $71,340.

House.  It  is  proposed  to  link  up  the 
"agrieultural  Empire"  of  the  Peace 
River  with  the  Pacific  Coast.  Its 
only  connection  with  the  South  at 
the  present  time  is  through  Edmon 
ton.    The  estimated   cost  of  the 
We.stern  link  has  been  placed  be- 
tween   $13,000.OC0    and  $80,000,000. 
depending  upon  the  number  and 
extent  of  Waaoh  Unaa  and  jthe 
route, 

mODTOS*  VIBWPUIWT 

During  the  past  year  a  commit- 
tee of  engineers  .studied  the  prob- 
lem at  the  request  of  Dr.  Manlon. 
Their  report  was  unfavorable  to  the 
Immediate  construction  of  the  line, 
but  they  favored  the  Obed  route. 
The  Minister  of  Rallwaya  aald  to- 
day both  Sir  Henry  Thornton,  pres- 
ident of  the  Canadian  National,  and 
Edward  Beatfy,  president  ol  the 
Canadian  Pacific,  concurred  In  this 
report,  although  Mr.  Beatty  dM  not 
support  the  Obed  route.* 

Mr.  Kennedy  said  the  question  of 
the  outlet  had  been  studied  without 
conalderaUon  being  given  to  aU  the 
facta.  The  population  of  the  Peace 
River  country  had  grown  from 
20,000  to  40,000  people  within  the 
la.st  five  years,  and  there  had  been 
a  drift  of  new  settlers  Into  thLs  dis- 
trict from  the  drled-out  area.s.  Con- 
struction of  the  outlet  would  pro- 
vide assistance  to  people  in  this 
dlatrtct  in  the  devehnment  of  their 
f  atma  and  waa  a  better  atq^  than 
the  giving  of  rdief. 

YIELDS   ARE  HIGHER 

The  yield  per  acre  in  the  Peace 
River  district  was  from  four  to  six 
bushela  higher  than  the  yield  in  ttie 
Prairie  Provlnoee.  and  the  land 
available  In  the  Peace  River  section 
wa.s  of  the  best  quality.  Mr.  Ken- 
nedy declared.  He  took  issue  with 
statements  of  engineers  in  regard 
to  the  paying  possibilities  in  carry- 
ing products  from  Peace  River  to 
British  Columbia.

Sir,— In  your  editorial  of  the  ari 
Instant,  entitled  "Cost  of  Oovm* 
ment."  yon  mads  tha  excellent  mm* 
gestlon  of  reducing  the  cost  of  ade 
ministration  by  combining  the  De« 
partments  of  Land  and  Agriculturcj 
the  Department  of  Education  and 
that  of  Provincial  Secretary,  and 
the  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  that  of  Mines,  thereby  reduc- 
ing tlie  Cabinet  by  three  portfoUOB 
without  Impairing  eflSclency  in  tba 
alightaat  degree  and,  of  omuaav  of* 
feottng  a  oanddoraMa  aavh*  0 
coat.
